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ALLEGANY COVID-19 CASE COUNTS SHOW SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT

CUMBERLAND, MD — The Allegany County Health Department reported improved COVID-19 statistics for the county today. After
peaking on January 10 at 257.65 cases per 100,000 people, numbers have been gradually declining and are now at 136.12 cases per
100,000 people.

“COVID cases are still high in our area compared to the state as a whole, but the downward trend in cases is encouraging,” stated
Jenelle Mayer, Health Officer for Allegany County. “Please continue to take precautions to reduce the spread of illness. Get
vaccinated and boosted, wear a mask in public places, and if you are experiencing symptoms, get tested and avoid close contact
with others."
